To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Frimley  Urban 

District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  your  district  for  1911,  in  accordance  with  your 
requirements  and  those  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  7,674  acres.  The  population  (Census 
1911)  is  : North  Ward,  6,989  ; South  Ward  (including  2,936  at 
Blackdown  and  Deepcut  Barracks)  6,684,  making  a total  of  13,673. 

The  altitude  above  sea  level  varies  from  200  feet  at  Yorktown 

to  406  feet  at  the  end  of  the  district  near  “ The  Jollv  Farmer.”

The  soil  consists  of  sandy  gravel  overlying  the  Bagshot  sands. 

The  district  is  a purely  residential  one — no  special  industry 
being  carried  on. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  was  248  (124  males  and 
124  females),  as  against  264  in  1910,  which  represents  an  Annual 
Birth  Rate  of  18*1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  and  belonging  to  the  district 
was  118,  representing  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  8*6  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

Pulmonary  consumption  caused  ten  deaths,  which  is  at  the 
rate  of  *7  per  1,000. 

Suicide  was  the  cause  of  one. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Twenty-two  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  were 
registered,  which  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Births  gives  a 
ratio  of  88*7. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. 


One  death  from  Measles,  one  from  Scarlet  fever,  two  from 
Whooping  Cough  and  eleven  from  Diarrhoea — which  gives  a 
Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  1*19  per  1,000.

Fourteen  cases  were  removed  to  the  Council’s  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Mytchett ; three  from  the  Barracks  to  the  Military 
Hospital  at  Aldershot ; the  remainder  being  nursed  at  home.  One 
case  died. 


In  one 
case  the  disease  was  contracted  outside  the  district.

Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  all  premises,  bedding,  &c.,  where  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  have  occurred,  has  been  carried  out  immediately 
after  the  removal,  recovery  or  death  of  the  patient.  The  method 
employed  is  spraying  the  walls,  ceilings  and  floors  with  a solution 
of  cyllin,  and  afterwards  fumigation  with  formalin. 

Wherever  necessary  the  owners  of  premises  are  required  to 
strip  and  cleanse  the  walls,  distemper  the  ceilings  and  to  wash  all 
woodwork. 

The  usual  enquiries  with  respect  to  Infectious  Disease  have 
been  made  after  each  case  has  been  notified,  in  order  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  the  source  of  infection. 

Where  the  case  is  nursed  at  home  frequent  visits  have  been 
paid  to  the  house,  to  ensure  that  isolation  and  other  precau- 
tions are  being  carried  out.  Where  the  patient  is  a scholar  the 
School  Authorities  have  been  notified,  both  at  the  commencement 
and  the  termination  of  the  disease.  Disinfectants  have  been 
supplied  gratuitously,  on  applying  at  the  office  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

The  disinfection  of  the  Council  Schools  at  Camberley  and 
Yorktown  has  been  carried  out  on  three  occasions  during  the  year. 
The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Mytchett  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed 
and  disinfected  twice. 


New  Buildings. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  had  62  plans  submitted  to  them  for 
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their  consideration,  which  number  includes  new  buildings,  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  existing  buildings,  drainage,  plans,  &c.  ; of 
these  four  were  dwellings  for  the  working  classes. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  in  the  district  is  obtained  from  the  Frimley 
and  Farnborough  Water  Company.  It  is  derived  mostly  from  the 
deep  wells  at  Itchell,near  Crondall,  and  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham. 
A small  proportion  is  derived  from  springs  in  the  deep  Railway 
Cutting  at  Frimley.  The  degree  of  hardness  averages  18  degrees, 
which  is  reduced  after  the  process  of  softening  to  an  average  of 
9 degrees. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  Company’s  mains  have  been  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  analysis — 
the  reports  being  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  93  premises,  including  six  stables,  were 
connected  with  the  public  supply.  In  addition,  the  water  was  laid 
on  to  three  gardens  and  the  South  Ward  Recreation  Ground. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  IYlilkshops  Order. 

The  regulations  under  the  above  Order  came  into  force  in 
August,  1903,  and  there  are  now  32  names  on  the  register — one 
having  given  up  business  out  of  a total  of  33  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Fifteen  of  this  number  are  Cowkeepers  and  Milksellers  ; 
eight  are  Cowkeepers,  five  of  whom  do  not  sell  any  milk  whatever, 
and  three  sell  it  wholesale.  There  are  nine  Purveyors  of  milk,  and 
of  this  number  five  reside  in  other  districts  and  are  registered  in 
this  district  as  retailers  only. 

The  premises  have  been  kept  under  constant  supervision,  and 
on  no  occasion  has  it  been  necessary  to  report  anyone  for  contra- 
vening the  regulations. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  five  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district — two  registered 
and  three  licensed.  Of  these  four  are  situated  in  the  North  Ward 
and  one  in  the  South  Ward.  The  latter  is  used  exclusively  for 
the  slaughtering  of  pigs. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Byelaws, 
which,  as  a rule,  have  been  well  observed.  On  no  occasion  has 
there  been  reason  to  doubt  the  quality  of  the  meat. 


Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  only  one  house  in  the  district  registered  as  a Common 


Lodging1  House,  and  this  has  been  kept  under  strict  supervision 
and  always  found  in  a clean  condition. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  now  110  premises  within  the  district  which  are 
registered  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  chief  of  which 
are  Tailors,  Dressmakers,  Laundries  and  Bakehouses.  They  have 
been  visited  at  intervals  and  usually  found  in  good  order.  The 
provision  of  sufficient  closet  accommodation  to  one  workshop — a 
requirement  which  was  carried  over  from  last  year — has  been 
supplied.  With  this  exception  no  complaint  has  been  received 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  13  of  these  premises  on  the  register.  They  have 
been  visited  frequently  and  generally  found  in  good  order. 

Sewerage  Extensions. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  carry  out  the  following  extensions 
of  sewers,  which  were  included  in  the  original  scheme  prepared  by 
Messrs.  Willcox  & Raikes,  the  Engineers,  in  1904. 

Mytchett  Road. — From  Sturt  Lane  to  Cross  Roads. 

London  Road. — Knightsbridge  Road  to  “ The  Jolly  Farmer.” 

Knightsbridge  Road. — From  London  Road  through  the  valley  to 
Portesbery  Road. 

Lake  Road. — From  Wharf  Road  to  Deepcut  Road. 

Deepcut  Road. — From  Lake  Road  to  Woodend  Road. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  work  (including  an  additional  engine 
and  pump  at  the  works),  is  £6,600,  and  application  has  been  made 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  sanction  to  borrow  this 
amount. 


Prior  Road  and  Crawley  Hill  Drainage. 

The  Council  have  extended  the  sewer  along  Crawley  Hill  and 
Prior  Road  ; in  the  latter  case  providing  for  the  drainage  of  several 
houses  where  cesspools  had  been  a cause  for  complaint — especially 
during  the  hot  weather. 


Royal  Military  College  Terrace  Drainage. 

During  the  past  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Military 
Authorities,  the  Council  extended  their  sewer  in  London  Road  from 
Martin’s  Corner  to  Laundry  Lane  and  the  drainage  of  the  R.M.C. 
Terrace,  which  was  formerly  dealt  with  at  the  R.M.C.  Sewage 
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Farm,  has  now  been  connected  with  the  public  sewer.  The 
drainage  of  the  Staff  College  and  Commandant’s  House  has  also 
been  connected  with  the  public  sewer  in  London  Road. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

Houses  inspected  under  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909. 

During  the  year  210  houses  have  been  inspected  and  reported 
upon  to  the  Council,  under  Sec.  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act.  The  greater  number  of  these  houses  are  situated 
in  the  South  Ward,  and  a special  report  dealing  with  them  is  being 
prepared  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  defects  found  are  practically  similar  to  those  which 
existed  in  previous  years,  only  a portion  of  which  have  been  dealt 
with,  the  Council  deciding  that  all  structural  defects  which  exist 
in  those  houses  situated  in  that  part  of  the  South  Ward  which  is 
yet  unsewered  should  not  be  insisted  upon  until  the  sewers  are 
laid. 

Nine  houses  were  reported  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
— a closing  order  being  served  with  respect  to  six  of  them.  On  the 
owner  making  a representation  to  the  Council  they  were  allowed 
to  remain  occupied  until  the  following  spring,  when  four  will  be 
closed  and  the  other  two  made  habitable.  The  remaining  three 
are  also  allowed  to  be  occupied  until  the  spring,  when  one  will  be 
demolished  and  the  others  put  in  a proper  state  of  repair. 

In  June  the  Council  received  a letter  from  the  Local  G-overn- 
ment  Board,  stating  that  they  had  been  considering  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  three  previous  years,  so  far  as  they  related  to  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  district,  especially  in  the  South  Ward, 
and  to  know  if  the  Council  had  considered  the  advisability  of 
taking  action  under  Part  III.  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1 890,  as  amended  by  the  Housing,  Town  Planning, 
&c.,  Act,  1909.  In  reply  it  was  pointed  out  to  the  Board  that 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  Camps  considerable  difficulties  arose, 
owing  to  a number  of  soldiers  “ married  off  the  strength,”  who 
are  compelled  to  find  accommodation  for  their  wives  and  families 
out  of  barracks,  which  gives  rise  to  a certain  amount  of  sub- 
letting, as  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  rent  of  a cottage,  and  in 
some  cases  can  only  afford  to  occupy  one  room.  Except  in  these 
cases  there  is  no  definite  proof  of  overcrowding  or  deficiency  of 
accommodation  for  the  working  classes.

The  following  is  the  general  character  of  defects  found  to 
exist : 

Internal  walls  and  ceilings  dirty,  defective  and  damp. 

Defective  floors,  insuflicient  light  and  ventilation. 

External  walls  defective. 

Roofs,  eaves-gutters  and  down-spouts  defective. 

Insufficient  water  closets  and  defective  drains. 

Premises  without  drains  ; insanitary  yards. 

Insufficient  storage  for  house  refuse. 

The  Council  Schools. 

The  Schools  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  The 
Yorktown  Infants’  School  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Schools  were 
closed  in  May,  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  measles. 

The  Isolation  Hospital. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  The  post  of  Matron,  I am  glad  to  say,  is  still  very  ably 
filled  by  Miss  Whillock. 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Nuisances. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  an  occupier 
of  stabling  and  premises  at  Frimley  Green,  under  the  Byelaws 
with  respect  to  Nuisances.  At  the  request  of  the  defendant  the 
hearing  of  the  summons  was  adjourned  to  enable  him  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  work ; this  was  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  on  payment  of  the  costs  incurred  the 
summons  was  withdrawn.

I beg  to  submit  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  showing  the  work 
of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 

1911. 


Inspection  of  District. 

During  the  year  a systematic  inspection  of  the  District  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  92  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  General  Orders  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  all  necessary  steps  taken  to  enforce  the 
proper  obeservation  of  the  Council’s  Byelaws  and  Regulations  and 
to  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  found  to  exist. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  premises  which  come  under  the 
control  of  the  department  made  during  the  year  was  3,341, 
including  visits  to  those  premises  in  respect  of  which  complaints 
of  a nuisance  have  been  received,  those  in  which  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  have  occurred,  house  to  house  inspections,  visits  to  works 
in  progress  and  the  inspection  of  dairies,  cowsheds,  milkshops, 
workshops,  bakehouses,  slaughter  houses  and  common  lodging 
house.

The  complaints  respecting  the  non-removal  of  house  refuse 
were  duly  acknowledged  and  handed  on  to  the  Surveyor’s  Depart- 
ment, under  whose  supervision  the  removal  of  house  refuse  is 
carried  out.

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House  to  House  Inspections. 

Two  hundred  and  ten  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year,  the  majority  of  which  are  situated  in  the  South  Ward.  Sub- 
letting in  this  part  of  the  district  has  been  less  during  the  past 
year  than  has  been  the  case  for  some  years.  Complaints  are  still 
made  about  the  high  rents  in  the  district. 

The  defects  generally  found  include  defective  roofs,  damp  and 
defective  walls,  ceilings  and  floors,  defective  and  absence  of  eaves- 
gutters  and  down-spouts,  delapidated  and  insufficient  water  closets, 
defective  sinks  and  sink  wastes  and  absence  of  same,  insufficient 
light  and  ventilation,  insanitary  yards,  and  insufficient  provision 
for  the  storage  of  house  refuse. 

The  majority  of  the  defects  found  at  the  Mytchett  end  of  the 
district  have  been  left  until  the  sewer  is  laid. 

One  house  in  the  North  Ward,  which  has  remained  empty  for 
about  three  years,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  been  con- 
verted into  two  cottages. 

Overcrowding  of  Dwelling  Houses. 

Four  cases  of  overcrowding  came  under  my  observation 
during  the  year.  They  were  abated  without  being  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council. 

House  Drainage. 

During  the  past  year  complaints  were  made  respecting  the 
drains  of  29  houses,  and  applications  were  made  for  authority 
to  enter  the  premises,  open  the  ground  and  examine  the  drains 
under  Section  41,  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

They  were  all  found  in  a defective  condition,  and  notices 
were  served  on  the  owners  of  14  houses  requiring  the  re- 
construction or  amendment  of  the  same.  The  remaining  15  houses 
were  found  to  be  combined  drains,  and  thus  sewers  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  4 of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  They  were 
reconstructed  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

A large  number  of  existing  drains,  i.e.,  148,  have  been  altered 
or  amended  during  the  past  year,  and  38  houses  in  the  South 
Ward  have  been  connected  with  the  Public  Sewer,  and  the  same 
number  of  cesspools  abolished. 

The  work  of  reconstructing  or  amending  drains  has  been  very 
carefully  supervised,  and  frequent  visits  have  been  made  while  the 
work  was  being  carried  out. 

The  material  used  for  the  construction  of  drains  in  the 
district  is  chiefly  earthenware  pipes,  but  in  a few  cases  heavy  cast- 
iron  pipes  have  been  used  in  preference. 
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The  following-  premises  have  been  redrained  by  the  Council,

Paving*  of  Yards. 

One  ot  the  most  necessary  conditions  conducive  to  a dry, 
clean  and  sanitary  condition  of  premises  is  the  possession  of  a 
paved  area  at  the  rear.  During  the  past  year  38  houses  have 
had  a portion  of  the  yard  paved  with  an  impervious  material. 
This  brings  the  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with  during  the  past 
seven  years  to  589.

Water  Supply. 

Eleven  samples  of  well  water  were  collected  during  the  year 
and  submitted  for  analysis.  They  were  found  in  good  order. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  public  main  were  also  collected  on 
two  occasions  and  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association 
for  analysis,  and  found  in  good  order. 

Fifty-seven  flushing  tanks  have  been  fixed  to  water  closets 
previously  flushed  by  hand. 

Dustbins. 

Ninety-four  portable  dustbins  have  been  provided  to  premises 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

In  several  instances  I have  received  instructions  from  Council 
to  provide  these  and  charge  the  owner  with  the  cost,  where  the 
requirements  of  the  notice  have  not  been  complied  with. 

Scavenging  of  House  Refuse. 

A weekly  call  is  made  for  house  refuse  in  both  Wards. 

In  the  North  Ward  the  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour, 
only  occasional  contract  labour  being  employed.  The  South  Ward 
is  scavenged  by  contract. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner,  com- 
plaints being  few. 
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The  district  is  very  difficult  owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient 
and  suitable  tips. 


Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  three  licensed  and  two  registered  slaughter  houses 
in  the  District.  They  are  visited  at  frequent  intervals  and  are 
usually  found  in  good  order. 

One  slaughter-house,  used  onl}T  for  pig  killing,  has  been 
licensed  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  House, 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  District,  which 
is  registered  for  men  only. 

It  is  kept  in  an  exceptionally  clean  condition  and  no  com- 
plaints have  been  made  against  it  throughout  the  year. 

Food  Inspection. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  paid  during  the  year  to  shops 
and  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  kept  for  sale.  In  no 
instance  was  food  found  in  such  a condition  as  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  IYlilkshops. 

These  premises  have  been  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  and 
the  regulations  with  respect  to  the  same  enforced. 

Precautions  against  Infectious  Disease. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  carried  out  the 
disinfection  of  the  rooms,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  at  those  premises 
in  which  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  occurred,  either  on 
removal  to  the  hospital,  or  at  the  termination  of  the  sickness,  or 


at  death.  The  following  is  the  total  for  the  year : —

In  some  cases  the  owners  or  occupiers  are  required  to  strip 
and  cleanse  the  walls,  whiten  the  ceilings  and  wash  the  floors  and 
woodwork  after  disinfection  has  been  carried  out.
